Two Cyclists Involved In 
Auto Accidents Same Day 


A few minuses before 
noon, Monday, Lester Brown, 
57, of 168 N. Mountain Trail, 
rode his 3 speed bicycle past 
the Sierra Madre C o m - 
munity Hospital. He sud¬ 
denly found a car in froint 
of him. "I didn’t see the car 
until I was on top of it . . 
. . I struck the vehicle and 
fell, hitting the driveway. I 
didn’t put my brakes on in 
time.” 

Forrest Eugene Watts, 20, 
50 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 
was driving his 1964 Pontiac 
down the driveway from the 
Sierra Madre Medical Cen¬ 
ter parking lot, intent upon 
entering onto S.M. Blvd.

If only 50 million acres were 
usable, that would give each 
perso.n 2.5 acres based on 
current estimated popula¬ 
tion of 19.5 million. On the 
other hand, if “70 .now” per 
acre were right, California’s 
population, based on 50 
million usable acres, 3.5 bil¬ 
lion. On the “3,1.50 per acre 
prediction,” the populatio:: 
would bo 157.5 billion. Just 
wonder what those little im¬ 
ported men and women 
from Mars would look like. 

Populous Los Angeles city, 
with 422 square miles or 
269,080 acres, has only about 

10 persons per acre. Los An¬ 
geles County, with 4,083 
square miles or 2,613,120 
acres, has around 2.6 per¬ 
sons per acre. In fact, the 
entire population of the 
United States could be with¬ 
in' California’s boundaries 
and there would be only 
about 2 persons per acre, 
based on 190 million popu¬ 
lation and a total of 101.5 
million acres, including wa¬ 
ter surface, mountains, des¬ 
erts and swamps. 

I believe Sierra Madre’s 
developed area has about 

11 per.sons per acre, or may¬ 
be 5 including the wilder¬ 
ness area. Imagine only 37 
years from now Sierra Ma¬ 
dre with more than 3 mil¬ 
lion “souls.” Our corner and 
the lot and a half adjoining 
are an acre. There are now 
seven adults, one dog and a 
million snails living on it. 

I can’t see 3,150 humans and 
1,000 dogs resting comfort¬ 
ably on this tiny plot of 
groiund. And where would 
they put 6,000 cars? Perish 
the thought!
